lots, but no 0110 intruded \ipon him. Iljs 
little house, the gray hewn logs, divided by 
scams of white plastering, Eeenied cosy nnd 
comfortable; and while the shop opened on 
tho rond, tho house stood back nmong tho 
trees. North, Bonlh, cast, and west were 
neighbors within n quarter or half n nu'lo 
range, and tho neighborhood was thicMy 
settled. But no one saw the advantage of 
corner lots near Tony's shop, not oven tho 
speculators aud wise men of the village three 
miles distant, nnd Tony was solo resident at 
tho corner, where he had a garden patch 
that did not flourish, nud a family that in- 
creased rapidly.

nood old women of the 
neighborhood 


thought, as she had little co'jlfort ia her 
husband. 
Tony's wife, in those days, did not make 


much of an impression in the neighbor- 
hood. People caught only glimpses of her, 
but they know she was a comley woman. 
While other women of her age in the neigh- 
borhood were sallow and broken down, Mrs. 
Hardscrabble was fresh, plump and strong.
